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ABSTRACT 

This roster contains detailed data from the annual Survey of 
Enrollments and Degrees conducted by the American Institute of Physics. The 
roster contains data reported by degree-granting physics departments in the 
United States for 1998-1999 introductory physics course enrollments, 1998- 
1999 degrees, and fall 1999 undergraduate majors and graduate student 
enrollments. The figures representing undergraduate majors are students at 
the junior and senior levels. Of the 762 degree-grating physics departments, 
711 contributed to the data supplied in this year’s roster. Overall, in fall 
1999, there were 5,227 juniors and 5,913 seniors majoring in physics at these 
institutions. Of the total of 10,768 graduate students in fall 1999, 5,244 
were from foreign countries. The roster lists institutions alphabetically 
within each state.

Presented in 
this roster are the data reported by those departments for the 1998-99 introductory 
physics course enrollments, 1998-99 degrees and the fall 1999 undergraduate majors 
and graduate student enrollments. 

The figures representing undergraduate majors consist of students at the junior and 
senior level. Data on total graduate student enrollment, as well as the number of 
foreign and first year students included in that total, are given for departments that 
offer graduate degrees. 

Of the 762 degree-granting physics departments, 711 contributed to the data supplied 
in this year's roster. Data are not presented for departments who did not contribute to 
the study. Some departments only supplied partial data and consequently have an 
incomplete entry.
